American demands that include an 
accounting of nine prisoners of war 
held in Laos may postpone the

The 
Communists 
previously 
indicated the last prisoners would be 
freed this weekend. 


The North Vietnamese said the 
prisoners might still be sent home 
according to the tentative weekend 
schedule if the United States tears 
up a letter from Brig. Gen. John A. 
Wickham, deputy chief of the U.S. 


delegation to the Joint Military 
Commission (JMC). 
Wickham unexpectedly demanded 
today that U.S. prisoners actually be 
on 
their 
way 
home 
and 
the 
Communists make arrangements 
for the release of POWs from Laos 
before the last of American troops 
are sent home. He had said on 
Wednesday the Americans troops 
might be withdrawn by next Sunday 
to coincide with the POW release 
ahead of the next Wednesday 
schedule. 
Today Wickham said withdrawal 
of the Americans would be halted 
until the North Vietnamese produce 


Airman, fireman 
named as rescue heroes 


An Air Force sergeant and a county fireman emerged as heroes today in 
the retelling of yesterday’s rescue of three men from the ocean off Surf. 
Al.C Kenneth Ezso and other witnesses described how S. Sgt. John Cook, 
assistant fire chief of South Vandenberg, tied a rope around his waist and 
swam out to the victims. 
County fire engineer Keith Simmons related a similar eye witness story 
telling how county fireman William Morris also swam to the victims with a 
rope. 
The two men with assistance from scores of others rescued Air Force 
personnel Capt. David J. Bergez and Lt. Patrrick J. Miles, crewmen of a 
helicopter; and Richard Dumar, the railroad worker whose plunge into the 
ocean triggered the massive effort. 
The two airman were treated at Vandenberg Hospital for exposure and 
ruts and bruises and released. Dumar was kept in the hospital overnight 
for treatment of exposure and for observation. 
Lompoc fire Capt. Charles Johnson and Fireman Jim Cooper were among 
the first on the scene. They told how they waited with Cook on the south side 
of the Santa Ynez River Channel for a freight train to clear the railroad 
trestle— only immediate route from Ocean Park to the beach area opposite 
the dramatic ocean mishap. 
It was Johnson who followed behind Cook in the assault on the rough surf. 
Witnesses tell of the feverish effort by other members of city, county and 
Air Force fire departments; by Southern Pacific Railroad employes, lay Air 
Police and Sheriff’s personnel and by an officer from the Federal 
Correctional Institution.

There are about 6,300 American 
troops still in Vietnam. Wickham 
said all but about 1,000 would be sent 
home by March 28, the deadline set 
by the Paris cease-fire agreement 
both for troop withdrawal and 
prisoner release. 
He said 825 of those remaining 
would be assigned to the four-party 
JMC, which is scheduled to go out of 
existence after March 28. Of the 
others, 50 would be assigned to the 
Defense Attache Office (DAO) and 
159 would be assigned to the U.S. 
Embassy as security personnel. 


Reaction from the Viet Cong was 
swift. Lt. Gen. Tran Van Tra, head 
of the Viet Cong delegation to the 
JMC, said Wickham had reneged on 
his agreement and that all Ameri­ 
can 
troops, 
including 
the 
825 
Wickham said were assigned to the 
JMC, would have to be sent home 
before the prisoners are released. 


Tra said the Viet Cong had been 
ready to turn over the final list of its 
31 prisoners today when Wickham 
made his demands. He said the 
prisoners were to be released 
Saturday in Hanoi. North Vietnam 
had offered to release 107 POWs on 
Sunday.

Agriculture production up in 1972

Gross income last year from 
broccoli and cauliflower rose more 
than $5 million over 1971 totals, 
while avocado production dropped 
substantially per acre although 
prices were up to offset bad weather 
effects. 
It was the best strawberry year in 
many years last year, lemons 
stayed in the $8 million gross 
income bracket, and vegetable

crops in general showed a good year 
because of increased acreage and 
uninterrupted harvesting season due 
to dry weather. 


The cut flower industry vaulted 
past the $7 million gross income 
mark for the first time, showing an 
upward trend throughout the county. 
These were some of the highlights 
in the annual report of crop and 
livestock statistics compiled by 
County Agricultural Commissioner 
Graydon B. Hall Jr. and released 
Wednesday. 


Hall said total gross value of all 
agricultural 
production 
in 
the 
county for 1972 was $115.2 million, 
representing a boost of over $6.4 
million over 1971 totals. 
He emphasized that ranchers and 
farmers are paying ever-increasing 
costs for production and packaging 
and that net returns are far lower 
than the gross figure. 
Although last year was classified 
as a drought year, lack of rainfall 


allowed 
for uninterrupted crop 
planting and harvesting, ne showed. 
Hall said rains early this year have 
interfered with crop planting to a 
large extent. 
“ Agriculture continues to be one 
of the basic factors in the economy 
of the county,” Hall asserted. 
Raising 
of 
broccoli 
and 
cauliflower for the frozen food 
industry was a big factor last year in 
the dramatic rise in gross returns on 
these products, the report showed, 
along with large 
increases 
in 
acreage harvested. 
Gross income from broccoli rose 
in excess of $4 million with acreage 
up about 50 percent to 15,800 acres 
last year. The frozen market returns 
amounted to $9.2 million of the total 
$11.7 million crop. 


The cauliflower crop brought $3.6 
million, about a $1.3 million boost 
over 1971, with value of the product 
sold for freezing at $1.7 million, far 
above the 1971 figure.

U.S. says 
attack 
unpardonable 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
attack by two Libyan jet fighters on 
an unarmed Air Force C130 plane 
flying a reconnaissance mission 
over the Mediterranean Sea has 
been labeled “ an unpardonable 
incident" 
by 
the 
American 
government. 


Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers personally handed a strong 
note of protest to Libyan charge 
d’affairs Muharran N. Ben Musa 
Wednesday, hours after the attack 
occurred 83 miles south of the island 
of Malta. The note called the attack 
“ a clear violation of international 
law’’ and demanded an immediate 
investigation and explanation from 
the Libyan government. 
Libya, an important oil-producing 
country in the Middle East, had still 
not responded early today. 


State 
Department 
spokesman 
Charles W. Bray, who called the 
attack “ an unpardonable incident,” 
told reporters the American plane 
was “ fired on” about 5 a.m. EST 
Wednesday by two French-built 
Mirage interceptors while flying in 
“ international airspace.” Bray said 
the relatively slow-flying, propeller- 
driven plane was not struck and 
managed to elude the swifter jets by 
flying into clouds. It landed safely in 
Athens, Greece. 


Bray said the plane had clear 
American markings and that the 
attack could not have been a case of 
mistaken identity. 
Bray did not describe the plane's 
mission except to say that it was not 
connected 
with

Intelligence Agency.

Linda Peterson is five-feet, five- 
inches tall, weighs proportionately 
and has a figure nicely trimmed by a 
lifetime interest in athletics. 
She has straight blondish hair 
worn naturally. A lock or two 
occasionally flops across her face as 
she talks. She smiles easily, and 
could be described as pleasant, 
responsive and sweet. She is of 
Polish, German stock and proud of 
it. 
Add a few years to her present 22 
and you could easily think of her 
knitting, 
tending 
children 
and 
winning a ribbon for preserves at 
the county fair. 
Linda is married to her college 
sweetheart, 
Clifford, 
who 
is 
attached to the Air Security Police 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base. She 
likes being referred to as Mrs. 
Peterson and thinks her husband 
deserves to have a warm meal set 
before him when he arrives from 
duty. 


Add all that up and then do a 
double take. 
That’s the same Mrs. Peterson 
who is skilled in hand-to-hand 
combat and wears a .357 magnum 
revolver strapped to her side in a 
fastdraw or clip holster when she 
works as Lompoc’s first female 
reserve officer. 
Lompoc Police Chief James D. 
Smith hired her near the end of 
February when she finished her 85 
hours of police science training and 
education in the reserve officer 
academy program. Regular police 
officers must complete much more 
than that minimum. Mrs. Peterson 
is in the process of gaining on-the- 
job 
training 
to 
add 
to 
her 
qualifications— 
and 
hopefully 
progress from inactive reserve 
officer to regular reserve. 


Smith admits the hiring of Mrs. 
Peterson is part of an experiment. 
“ Regular female officers are not a 
rarity,” he said last week. “ They're 
used generally in investigation, in 


the juvenile department, with young 
girls. The difference here is that 
we re looking at Mrs. Peterson as a 
possible regular officer.” 


“ There may be some problem 
areas, but maybe there won’t be any 
problems. I ’m not convinced one 
way or another,” he said. 


Smith cited a barroom brawl as 
the type of incident that might be 
difficult for a woman to handle. 
“ She may find she has to do battle 
more often than she’d like to, 
because of her size and the fact that 
she’s a woman.”

Patrick Gray said today the FBI's 
investigation

Watergate 
bugging case was still going on, but 
he declined to furnish senators with 
any details. 
“ Yes, sir, the FBI is being 
directed by the Justice Department 
to look into certain areas,” Gray 
said in response to a question by 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., a 


member of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee 
considering 
Gray’s 
nomination to be permanent FBI 
director. He has served as acting 
director since J. Edgar Hoover’s 
death last May. 
Gray refused to say what the FBI 
was now exploring in relation to the 
June 17 break-in and bugging of 
Democratic national headquarters 
at the Watergate building here. He 


said John W. Dean III, White House 
counsel, had made no request for 
FBI files since last October. 


In testimony Wednesday, Gray 
said he personally gave Dean FBI 
investigative 
reports 
on 
the 
Watergate case without clearing his 
decision with Attorney General 
Richard G. Kleindienst. 
Jury deliberating Phil Regan bribery case

The Phil Regan bribery case jury was scheduled to resume deliberations 
at 10 a.m. today, after being excused at 5 p.m. Wednesday shortly after 
getting the case in Superior Court. 


The jury of seven men and five women, and two alternates, received the 
case at 3:10 p.m. after Judge Arden T. Jensen had completed instructions. 
During the morning and noon hour Wednesday, Prosecutor Thomas W. 
Sneddon Jr. and defense counsel Frank Crandall made closing statements 
to the jury in the Santa Barbara County Courthouse. 


Sneddon attacked the testimony of Mrs. Jo Blaize Regan, 65, wife of the 
defendant, who had stoutly defended her husband and testified publicist 
Kenneth Palmer had received $1,000 of her $1,200 Christmas gift from her 
husband as a contribution to Palmer to help him “ out of a financial mess.” 
Sneddon, 31-year-old deputy district attorney, told the jury that Mrs. 
Regan’s testimony conflicted in “ at least 25 places’ with testimony of 
prosecution witnesses including sheriff’s officers who monitored 
conversations of Palmer and County Supervisor Frank Frost with the 
defendant last Jan. 7 and Jan. 9. 
Sneddon pictured Mrs. Regan as a woman “ fiercely loyal” to the man to 


whom she had been married for 49 years. He intimated Mrs. Regan - who 
had claimed to overhear conversations between her husband and Palmer - 
could hardly have been in a position to do so Jan. 6 as she had a hernia 
attack that day and was confined to her room. 
He said in view of the evidence the “ only alternative the jury had - other 
than conviction - was to believe that Supervisors Frost and James Slater 
and Ken Palmer conspired to railroad this defendant to prison.” 
If there was such a conspiracy, he said, sheriff's detectives who 
participated in the case had to be part of it, also. 
Regan, 66, former singer and actor, who has homes in Montecito, 
Pasadena and Palm Springs, was not called to the stand by Crandall, who 
had presented Mrs. Regan as the chief and virtually only defense witness 
He faces charges of soliciting a bribe to get Palmer to have his friend. 
Supervisor Frost, vote for the Tyrolian Village rezoning, and paired bribery 
counts of giving and offering a bribe to Frost. 
The Tyrolian Village rezoning lost by a 3-2 vote Jan. 15 of the Board of 
Supervisors, killing the proposed 750-unit project, largest of its kind ever 
sought in the county. 
Crandall claimed that the evidence proved conclusively that the bribery 
charges facing his client resulted from deliberate entrapment of Regan by 
Frost, as a no-growth advocate, and Palmer, who he said shared Frost's 
views towards developers. He said they had the roles of “ agents” of law 


enforcement officers who fitted Palmer out with a concealed transmitter 
and microphone and told him to get Regan to “ repeat offers” on Jan. 7 
which Palmer said were made to him Jan. 6. 
Crandall called Palmer a “jack of all trades... former newspaperman, 
former employe of Assembly Speaker Moretti, former college public 
relations man. ex-advertising man, and formerly with savings ana loan 
associations.” 
“ He reminds us of what Caesar said to Cassius,” Crandall declared. “ He 
has that lean and hungry look. He thinks too much. Such men are 
dangerous.” 
The defense cousel said Regan had every right as a citizen to talk to 
county superviso/s about a project he felt was a good one for the Santa 
Barbara area. 
Crandall implied that the bribery charges by Frost and Palmer seemed to 
chart a political course for Frost as a no-growth advocate. 
“ What better way than this to establish that Frost is not for growth and 
what effect it would have on other Board of Supervisor members," related 
Crandall. “ It would make them gunshy everytime anyone came to their 
door and asked for something.’' 
Regan, if convicted could receive a one to five year prison term and-or a 
$5.000 fine on the solicitation count involving Palmer, and 1-14 years in 
prison on the paired bribery charges, involving Frost.

of a barroom brawl and 
came away in command of 
the situation. “ My partner 
grabbed 
one belligerent;

from the rear. I just got a 
bear hug on him and when 
he glanced over his shoulder 
and discovered 1 was a 
woman, 
he 
became 
so 
startled that I gained an 
advantage over him.” 
She admits, however, that 
there are some uncertainties 
in her mind and she has 
some unanswered questions 
when she thinks of drawing 
her revolver. 
“ Some day,” this reporter 
said to her, “ you’re going to 
have to draw that weapon 
and you may have to fire it 
at a human being. How do 
you feel about it?” 
“ I know that,” she said 
reflectively. “ I ’ve thought 
about it and wouldn’t draw 
my weapon unless my life or 
the life of another were at 
stake. Ane then I ’d shoot to 


wound rather than to kill.” 
Mrs. Peterson is required 
to work eight hours a week 
in order to qualify for her 
inactive reserve pay of $25 a 
month, but she actually puts 
in three times that amount 
of hours. 
She is being used as a 
regular patrol officer on the 
beat, but much of her time

Total of vegetable crops in gross income 
for 1972 was $40.8 million, an increase of 
$6.1 million over 1971. Acreage was up 
almost 7,000 acres. 
Field crops showed a slight decline in 
gross value from $10.4 million to $10.3 
million this year, although acreage was up. 
Bean acreage, while down more than 3,000 
acres this year, compiled a $2.3 million 
gross income, approximating last year’s 
figure. Alfalfa hay stayed at $2.7 million, 
while sugar beet acreage down 1,500 acres 
showed gross income loss from $1.5 million 
to $1.2 million last year. 
Fruit and nut crops remained about the 
same last year as 1971, the report showed, 
with gross income at $20.6 million in 1972, 
slightly over 1971 income. Bearing acreage 
was up to 9.000 acres. 
Strawberry crop valuation rose about 
$2.9 million last year over 1971 to $6.9 
million, with unit price up, although 
acreage was down somewhat. Production 
soared to an average of 27 tons per acre 
last year, compared with 17.7 tons per acre 
in 1971. 


Lemon 
acreage, 
both 
bearing and 
planted, was up slightly last year, with 
production slightly over last year. Crop 
value last year was $8.1 million compared 
with $8.7 million the previous year. 


Cattle and calves, the largest “ crop” in 
the agricultural spectrum in terms of 
value, had a value of about $19.5 million 


last year, compared with $20.2 million in 
1971. The decline from 97,300 head in 1971 to 
79,580 last year and decline of total 


liveweight was due, in large measure, to 
drought conditions. Unit price was up from 
$30 to $37.27 per hundredweight, however. 
There was a decline in production of sheep 
and lambs, but increase in hogs and pigs. 


There was an increase in livestock and 
poultry products from $6.8 gross income 
1971 to $7.2 million in 1972, with milk 
production up to $4.6 million gross income, 
and apiary products up to $267,234 last year 
compared with $45,000 the previous year. 
Valuation of chicken eggs remained at $2.2 
million.

That’s the advice in fliers 
we’ll probably be seeing 
around Lompoc in the next 
f^w weeks. 
“ Fight 
Inflation 
Together” 
(FIT) 
is the 
name ot a meat boycott 
movement 
started 
last 
month 
in 
Southern 
California 
by 
two 
housewives. According to 
the LA Times, the boycott 
has “ ballooned to national 
proportions,” 
startling 
butchers and touching the 
heartlands 
of 
cattle 
ranching 
A Lompoc branch of FIT 
may be organized 10 a.m. 
tomorrow 
in the mulit- 
purpose 
room 
of 
the 
Lompoc Public Library if 
enough local citizens are 
willing to support one. Mrs. 
Beverly 
Smith, 
468 
St 
Andrews Way, has called 
the meeting. 
Mrs. Smith is heeding the 
words of FIT ’S chairman, 
June Foray Dona van, to 
Stop just complaining about 
the 
“ sky-high and still- 
rising meat prices” and to 
start acting. 
The boycott calls for 
consumers not to eat or buy 
meat 
or 
fowl 
on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays and 
to plan on a meatless first 
week in April. “ Other full- 
week fasts may be called in 
the future.” 
Mrs. Smith now serves 
meatless 
meals 
on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
She also asks her friends to 
do the same. 
Last 
December, 
Mrs. 
Smith 
began 
wondering 
what she could do about 
rising meat prices. One day 
she bought top ground round 
beef at $1.27 a pound. The 
next day it was priced $1.36 
a pound. 
There was a time not long 
ago T-bone beef roast sold 
'for 89 cents a pound, she 
remembered. Not it’s as 
high as $1.09 per pound. 


So when Mrs. Smith heard 
June Donavan talk about the 
FIT meat boycott on TV, 
she

information on starting a 
FIT branch in Lompoc. 
Earlier this week, Mrs. 
Smith received fliers on the 
boycott, saying “ Experts” 


tell us high (meat) costs are 
due to demand.

It said further “ When 
meat managers note a drop 
in gross sales (especially

ultimately getting 
back 
to the 
source of 
supply—the cattlemen and 
the speculators.”

Man buys girl for $30,000

Bolingbrook Police Chief Ronald Johnson 
said he learned through the girl s father 
that “a deal was set up to receive a 12- 
year-old girl for the sum of $30.000." 
Johnson said the Flynns were paid 
Saturday and went on a shopping spree, 
buying a new car and new furniture and 
paying off their debts, leaving them only 
$200 by Monday. 
Johnson said Flynn had planned to fly to 
Charleston, S.C., this week to sign papers 
so his daughter could marry Miller. 
The Flynn's other two children, a 13- 
year-old son and a 10-year-old girl, had 
been taken from the parents and are in

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
There has been considerable 
flack coming from parents 
who learned their A, B, C’s 
and one, two, three’s the 
hard way and who believe 
that many new educational 
methods s i m p l y produce 
poor readers, dismal math 
students, and grammatical 
dunces. 
But there are new meth­ 
ods of education and educa­ 
tional aids that are helpful 
and do work. These stimu­ 
late the child’s interest and 
engage his mind. Years ago 
that was an achievement of 
teachers 
who 
were born 
and not made. In many 
cases pupil participation was 
limited to robot perform­ 
ance — answering questions 
and blackboard exercises. 
In view of the success 
of these superior teachers, 
many experiments and re­ 
search programs have been 
instigated over the years. 
Some have dealt with individ­ 
ual subject areas such as 
beginning reading or begin­ 
ning mathematics. For in­ 
stance, in reading it has 
been 
discovered 
that 
in 
ghetto 
areas 
progress 
is 
rapid when the words are 
familiar to the pupils. In­ 
stead of the conventional 
textbooks the teaching tools 
are the children’s own stor­ 
ies, developed from their 
own life styles and environ­ 
ments. 
In mathematics, 
experi­ 
ments utilizing various ob­ 
jects 
obtained 
from 
the 
child’s surroundings en­ 
hanced 
comprehension 
of 
the subject. When concrete 
(i.e., real apples) replaced 
abstract, understanding of 
the abstract became easier. 
Meanwhile, in other areas 
new teaching materials were 
becoming available. Books 
were supplemented w i t h 
records, slide shows, films, 
and certain television pro­ 
grams. An important par­ 
allel development was the 
advent of learning games 
which stimulated participa­ 
tion and innovation by the 
child, thereby stimulating 
actual learning. 
An interesting parallel dis­ 
covery was that the tradi­ 
tional desk could be harmful 
to the physical development 
of the child. According to a 
study by Dr. Darrell Boyd 
Harman 
which 
was 
con­ 
ducted in Texas, eye diffi­ 
culties and spinal curvature 
could be directly traced to 
the 
traditional 
desk 
and 
seating arrangement. 


The culmination of these 
discoveries and develop­ 
ments led to a questioning 
of the traditional educational 
philosophy in all areas, in­ 
cluding facilities as well 
as 
attitudes. 
New 
goals 
emerged emphasizing person- 
oriented 
education 
rather 
than object-oriented educa­ 
tion. The individual child 
became the major consider­ 
ation. 
As the curriculum became 
more flexible, it was ob­ 
served that the involvement 
of other senses than sight 
and sound added measure- 


ably 
to learning. 
If 
the 
child could use his own 
resources, touch, smell, taste 
and really feel and manipu­ 
late, then learning not only 
became a part of him — but 


was created by him. Every­ 
thing around him, from the 
snow in the yard to the hot 
plate in the teacher’s room, 
became a learning tool. 
A 
flexible 
environment 
was the natural outgrowth 
of this new approach to 
learning. The result was a 
movement in education vari­ 
ously called “the open class­ 
room,” 
“open 
education,” 
“informal education” or “the 
open 
school,” 
a 
concept 


developed in England and 
now coming into use in 
America. North Dakota has 
converted its teacher train­ 
ing philosophy and, when 
possible, the school system, 
to open classroom methods. 


Other schools are experi­ 
menting 
w i t h 
the 
open 


spaces such as corridors, 
playgrounds, and other areas 
for open learning in tradi­ 
tional buildings. 


Along 
with 
this 
space 
flexibility, the open environ­ 
ment can be used as a 
motivating force. The floor 


on which the children stand, 
sit, work and play can serve 
as either a nondescript en­ 
tity or it can become an 
integral part of the planned 
educational facility. 
Carpeting becomes a major 
consideration in controlling 
sound generated by multiple 
activities in an open room. 
Studies show that carpeting 
reduces noise level. Environ­ 
mental specialists have dem­ 
onstrated that noise has an 
adverse effect on physical 
as 
well 
as 
psychological 
health.

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Tate named Most Valuable 


Bratz and Riley honored 


Mike Bratz and Dallas Riley, the two Lompoc High 
senior stars who helped guide the Braves to their most 
successful basketball season in more than a decade, 
were honored today by the United Savings-Helms 
Athletic Foundation’s Selection Board. 
Bratz was selected to the board’s all-CIF, Southern 
Section 3-A second team, while Riley was accorded 
third-team honors. 
Murphy High’s Terry Tate was named the division’s 
Most Valuable Player, an award he can put next to his 
1972 2-A MVP award that he shared with teammate 
Luther Philyaw. 
Murphy won the 3-A title this year, defeating Katella 
to compile a final 26-4 record. Tate sports the best 
scoring average of any of the 30 honored players. The 6-6, 
185 pound senior hit for a 25 point-per-game average. 
Murphy teammates Ollie Matson and Flintie Williams 
were named to the second and third teams, respectively. 
Only four schools landed more than one player in the top 
30. 
Tate had to beat out four other MVP candidates, 
including Katellla's Mike Dunn and Palos Verdes' Jim 
Spillane. 
Riley and Bratz were the only Northern Leaguers on 
the golden 30. The Lompoc duo shared the league’s Most 
Valuable Player award this year after leading the 
Braves to a perfect 10-0 league blitz. 
Bratz and Riley finished one-two in league scoring, 
averaging 17.4 and 15.8 points per game. Overall Bratz 
averaged 16.8 and Riley 16.2. Both were 44 percent 
shooters from the floor. 
Riley led the Braves in rebounding with 152 grabs in 10 
games, while Bratz nabbed 65 league caroms and led the 
team in assists with 57. Riley was second with 44. 
Coach Dave Ellison’s Lompoc crew made it to the 
second round of the CIF playoffs, where they were 
beaten by St. Bernard, led by 6-8 Center Greg White. 
White was named to the first team. 
The Braves played against two other all-CIF picks this 
year, Russell Cochran (Thousand Oaks, in the first round 
of the playoffs) and Alex Evertz (Mark Keppel, in pre­ 
league game). 


The CIF 3-A consists of 12 leagues and 87 teams. Which 
means that Bratz and Riley were in the top 30 of a total 
of approximately 435 starting basketball players. 


Riley and Bratz, along with Ellison, will be invited to 
the awards program at the International Hotel on April 
14, along with all the other honored players and their 
coaches.

Secrecy shroud 


President 
Nixon 
recently 
issued

statement on “executive privilege" to 
seclude his staff from public investigation 
through a congressional committee. 
Somewhere along the line, it appears 
that President Nixon has lost track of a 
significant fact: 
the President of the 
United States, however exalted his station 
and however noble his performance, is a 
public employe, just like the mailman or 
the policeman on the beat. 
It is the American citizen who chooses 
him and pays his salary. It is the American 
citizen alone to whom he is, or should be, 
responsible. It is not a political party or a 
group of followers. 
It is obvious that President Nixon 
sternly 
em ployed 
the 
“ executive

privilege rule to forestall attempts to call 
White House counsel John W. Dean before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, which is 
conducting hearings on the nomination of 
Patrick Gray as permanent director of the 
FBI. Gray has already testified that Dean 
played a peculiar, if not illegal, role in the 
investigation of the Watergate affair. 
It appears now that Gray is being 
forsaken by the Administration in securing 
his permanent appointment. 
Congress appears reluctant to use its 
subpoena power but we believe they should 
not 
be 
reluctant. 
They 
should 
do 
everything, we believe, to make assistants 
of Presidents and all Presidents, present 
and future, accessible and accountable to 
all of us. 


Taiwan blues 


The news that Mr. David Bruce is 
going to Peking has been treated 
with 
great 
elation 
by 
the 
internationalist lobby. There is to 
begin with something wonderfully 
reassuring about Mr. 
Bruce, 
a 
debonair and competent diplomat of 
the old school, associated with the 
brighter days of a lost competence. 
But principally, 
of course, 
the 
elation was the result of this giant 
step towards formal diplomatic 
reconciliation between Red China 
and the United States.Six weeks ago 
Senator Henry Jackson came right 
out for diplomatic recognition. I do 
not believe, at this stage of the 
game, that it would shock American 
sensibilities if it were suggested 
that our diplomats and the Red 
Chinese have group sex together. 
G r a n te d , 
the 
price — Taiwan — 
is 
not 
mentioned 
very 
often 
by 
spokesmen for the 
Nixon 
Administration, 
who are anxious to 
ignore, for so long 
as they 
can, the 
Taiwan 
Problem. 
The American left, 
by contrast, would 
love nothing better 
than 
a 
forthright 
betrayal of Chiang 
Kai-shek, 
which they would justify on grand 
moral 
grounds centered on the 
persecution of three students and 
one associate Drofessor last June in 
Taipei. I do not think there would be 
any objections from the left one-half 
of the United States Senate if 
tomorrow the President announced 
that our defense treaty with Taiwan 
would lapse in 12 months, and if we 
proceeded to full recognition of Red 
China. 
Mr. Nixon, on the other hand, is 
not anxious to betray Taiwan, and 
inevitably one assumes that the 
signals have been carefully checked 
out in Peking. It was only a few 
weeks ago that Chou En-lai, at one 
of those receptions at the Great Hall 
of the People, smiled and repeated 
that “only” Taiwan remained as an 
obstacle 
to 
formal 
diplomatic 
reconciliation. In introducing Mr. 
Bruce, Nixon referred to him as

“Ambassador Bruce,” but smiled 
and said that he did so only out of 
habit—Mr. 
B ruce 
has 
been 
ambassador to everywhere—that he 
would be in fact “chief of mission” 
in Peking. 
Now this quite clearly suits the 
Chinese for the moment. Perhaps 
they believe it is as far as Nixon will 
go at the current moment. Perhaps 
they feel that there is something to 
be said for the defense treaty 
between the United States and 
Taiwan. 
Bear 
it 
in mind that 
although they had every opportunity 
to do so, the Red Chinese diplomats 
in the United Nations have not 
raised the point that the United 
States, 
in 
keeping 
m ilitary 
personnel in Formosa, is guilty of 
aggression. 
That is 
the logical 
conclusion, after all, to be drawn 
from the Shanghai Communique of 
February 1972, wherein all sides 
agreed that Taiwan is a province of 
Cnina. 
Could it be that the Chinese have 
not 
pushed 
Mr. 
Nixon 
for 
a 
repudiation of the Treaty because it 
suits their purposes of the moment 
for the treaty to continue in force? 
Consider the alternative. If the 
treaty were to lapse tomorrow, the 
day after tomorrow the Chinese 
Mainland would be forced into a 
massive irredentist effort against 
Taiwan. 
But 
Taiwan 
is 
not 
defenseless, and what would result 
is a war of sorts, with ambiguous 
results unless China chose to stop 
everything and mount an enormous 
amphibious operation. It is quite 
probable that not desiring to be 


forced to do any such thing, China 
prefers the cover of a treaty, which 
is a part of the historical landscape, 
and which blends more and more 
harmoniously 
into 
the 
glorious 
attentions oh Mainland China. 
It is high diplomacy we are seeing 
here, and Mr. Nixon is well aware of 
it. One can only consider with horror 
the 
results, of 
a 
President 
McGovern, ripping up the treaty, 
and setting into motion a collision 
undesired, for the time being, even 
by the Chinese Communists.

see anything inconsistent in doing 
what I’ve suggested here. It’s in our 
own national interest (to recognize 
Mainland China) all of our main

And so Taiwan endures primarily 
as an accidental beneficiary of 
c o m p l i c a t e d 
d i p l o m a t i c 
developments. She has only one 
altogether reliable escape valve: 
which is to declare the island of 
Taiwan an independent state.

The tax dodgers 


President Nixon has distorted the 
whole issue of taxes in an audacious 
and inflammatory manner. He can 
hardly make a statement these days 
without invoking the fear of higher 
taxes; it is like a voodoo chant.The 
sorrowful thing is that Congress 
crouches and cowers when ever the • 
unspeakable 
tax 
demon 
is 
summoned in the Nixon dirge. Now 
White House sorcerer’s apprentice 
Ehrlichm an 
has 
joined 
the 
incantation. He told a TV audience 
in retrospect that “that was the 
campaign 
issue, 
the 
principal, 
central 
campaign 
issue 
on the 
dom estic 
side 
in 
this 
past 
Presidential 
campaign.” 
The 
P r e s i d e n t ’s 
s e c o n d 
t e r m 
commandment is, in short: Thou 
shalt not raise income taxes. 
Much of the White House ritual is 
setting up and knocking down straw 
men. A good deal of the economics 
invoked in the rites is claptrap. The 
real issue, of course, is whether we 
are going to have tax reform; 
whether the rich are going to be 
taken off welfare. If this is done it 
will, indeed, raise taxes. The burden 
of American taxes as presently 
distributed is outrageously unfair. 
It must be a very innocent reader 
who doesn’t know, by now, the 
disparity of income distribution in 
America. If you will forgive a 


statistic, the richest tenth of the 
population get 29 percent of the 
personal income and own 56 percent 
of the national wealth, while the 
poorest tenth get 1 percent of the 
income, and are in debt. 


The 
unfairness 
of 
the 
tax 
structure was increased by the tax 
cuts of 1969 and 1971. These gave a 
couple of dollars of tax relief to the 
prosperous for every dollar to the 
worker. I won’t bore you with the 
f ig u r e s 
but 
the 
truth 
is 
incontrovertible I believe; the tax 
burden has been shifting from the 
corporations and the affluent to the 
middleclass and above all to the 
worker 
who 
gets 
hit 
by 
the 
implacable payroll tax (deducted at 
the source and from which there is 
no loophole) and the social security 
tax. Trie poor are taken care of by 
the sharply regressive sales taxes.. 
On the financial side, the failure 
to raise adequate, appropriate taxes 
from the corporations and the tax- 
sheltered affluent has resulted in 
Mr. 
Nixon’s tangled economics: 
four huge, consecutive end-to-end 
Federal deficits that have helped 
promote 
inflation 
and 
two 
devaluations of the dollar. And when 
Mr. Nixon raises his ululating chant 
of “don’t raise taxes,” what he is 
really saying is, freeze the present 
tax structure in a form that pleases 


the conservatives, that perpetuates 
depletion allowance for the big 
Texas oil campaign contributors, 
and that smoothes the path for 
certain recipients of incomes of 
$200,000 who pay no more tax than a 


garage mechanic or, perhaps (like 
106 individuals in 1970) escape taxes 
altogether in the wonderful world of 
tax shelters. 
The transparently honest Rep. 
Jerry Voorhis wanted to help the 
poor and he was branded soft-on- 
Communism. So were those who 
opposed Vietnam. Today it is those 
who 
want 
to 
reform 
the 
tax 
structure: 
they 
are 
soft-on-tax 
increases. And last week there were 
the 
soft-on-crime 
people 
who 
wanted to support the Supreme 
Court’s 
anti-death 
sentence 
decision, and ameliorate the noxious 
conditions in the ghettoes, but the 
President blankets them with “soft­ 
headed judges” and a “permissive 
philosophy.” 
_ 
There is a modicum of truth in 
Mr. Nixon’s soft-on-taxes theme and 
in fairness it should be stated. A 
flabby Congress has often legislated 
inefficiently and wastefully. But 
that is no excuse for perpetuating 
the present system. There is the 
frightening specter of a taxpayers’ 
revolt. It is that time again—the 
first robin, and tax form 10%!
